(Amended) The agent according to claim 3, wherein the vitamins 
or analogues thereof are selected J?£om the group consisting of 
vitamin A, vitamin Bi and acid^adition salts thereof, vitamin B 2 , 
vitamin B 6 and acid ad^r€ion salts thereof, vitamin B i2 and acid 
addition salts thereof, vitamin C, vitamin D, vitamin E, choline, 
nicotinic jpcrfae, pantothenic acid and salts thereof, folic acid, 
and biotin.

10. (New) The agent according to claim 3, further comprising one or 
more members selected from th^group consisting of taurine, 
inositol, recithin, DHA p^fder, f ructo-oligosaccharide, casein 
hosphopeptide, galaptro-oligosaccharide, glucosamine, foremilk 
protein powder^^kim milk, magnesium hydroxide, and ionic calcium.

In claim 1, for the purpose of examination of the present 
application, Applicants elect, with traverse, a composition 
comprising a water extract of the mixed powder of wild ginseng and 
herb medicine. 

In claim 2, the Examiner has required an election of species 
amongst the herb medicines listed in the Markush group in claim 2. 

In claim 2, for the purpose of examination of the present 
application, Applicants elect, with traverse, the mixture of Lycii 
Fructus, Cnidii Rhizoma and Angelicae gigantis radix as the species 
to be first examined. 

In claim 3, the Examiner has required an election of species 
amongst the auxilliaries listed in the Markush group in claim 3. 

In claim 3, for the purpose of examination of the present 
application, Applicants elect, with traverse, the mixture of 
vitamin and analogue thereof, amino acid, grain and vegetable as 
the species to be first examined. 

In claim 4, the Examiner has required an election of species 
amongst the vitamins and analogues thereof listed in the Markush 
group in claim 4. 

In claim 4, for the purpose of examination of the present 
application, Applicants elect, with traverse, the mixture of acid 
addition salt of vitamin Bl, vitamin B2, acid addition salt of 
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vitamin B6, vitamin BJ2 , vitamin C, vitamin D, nicotinic amide , 
salt of pantothenic acid, and biotin as the species to be first 
examined . 

In claim 6, the Examiner has required an election of species 
amongst the species listed in the Markush group in claim 6. 

In claim 6, for the purpose of examination of the present 
application, Applicants elect, with traverse, the mixture of 
glutinous rice, unpolished rice, Job's-tear, barley, soy bean, and 
pumpkin as the species to be first examined.
